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— BENERAL COUNCIL 
MUST CARRY OVER 
$177,000 DEFICIT 


Is Largest Ever Carried 
Over by City Council of 
One Year to Their Suc- 
cessors. | 


SHEET IS AGREED UPON 
BY FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Finishing Touches Will Be 
Put on This Morning. 
“They Wouldn’t Listen to 
Me,” Says Mayor. 


One hundred and seventy-seven thou- 
gand dollars is the amount of the deficit 
which the general council of 1915 must 


carry over to next year. 

The finance committee of council will 
meet again this morning and put the 
finishing touches on the October ap- 
portionment sheet, but there will be no 
more receipts to depend upon to reduce 
the deficit, and there will be no more 
appropriations to make it larger. The 
sheet has been practically agreed upon, 
and will be ready for the general coun- 
cil when the committee adjourns Wed- 
nesday afternoon. Council will meet 
next Monday afternoon to act upon it. 

The sheet will carry a deficit of 
$107,000, to which must .be added $70,- 
000 of anticipated receipts which were 
put in the June apportionment sheet, 
making a total of $177,000. 

This is the largest deficit ever car- 
ried over by a city council from one 
year to another. 

Saving in School Department. 

The school department saved the city 
$33,000 after having been allowed $14,- 
000 for running expenses and for the 
new Commercial High school equip- 
ment. But for this saving the deficit 
would have been $210,000. 

In 1913 the city council carried over 
in unpaid bills $73,000. In 1914 there 
were carried over $15,000 in unpaid 
bills. But nothing like the present 
deficit of $177,000 has ever been known 
in the history of the city’s finances. 

Both the mayor and Councilman A. 
W. Farlinger, chairman of the finance 
committee of council, if they do not 
Say so in so many words, are think- 
ing, “I told you so,” judging from the 
references they are making tc the ad- 
vice they gave council at the beginning 
of the year and again when the June 
apportionment sheet was made up. 

Up te Council, Says Mayor. 

“It is just turned out as I said it 
would,” says the mayor. “I tried my 
best to make the members of council 
hold down the unanticipated receipts 
in January and again in June, but they 
would not listen to me. Now the whole 
matter is up to them. When the coun- 
cil for 1916 makes up the January ap- 
portionment sheet next year you will 
see .some surprising things come out 
about the city’s finances, and the deficit 
will get larger. instead of smaller. 
Those members of council who insisted 
upon anticipated receipts which were 
not in sight, and never would be, have 
mot the bag to hold, and they must be 
held accountable -by the taxpayers of 
Atlanta for the burden they will place 
upon the city for next year.” 

Councilman Farlinger says that he 
did the best he could under the circum- 
stances, and that the blame for the 
heavy deficit must be placed where it 
belongs. 

“It is poor financing,” he savs, “for 

any corporation to make appropria- 
-tions with money that is not in sight, 
and the result of such methods is 
obvious in the deficit which the present 
council must carry over.”

San Francisco, September 28.—Eu- 
gene E. Schmitz, deposed as mayor at 
the time of graft prosecutions here in 
1906-07, apparently lost to Mayor 
James Rolph in tOday’s primary to 
name a mayor. It was indicated early 
tonight that Schmitz ran second in a 
field of eight candidates. 

Schmitz was deposed after being 
convicted on a charge of extortion. The 
conviction was set aside by the state 
supreme court. 

Incomplete returns from twenty-five 
precincts showed Rolph leading at a 
ratio of four to one over Schmitz. An- 
drew J. Gallagher was a close third. 

Gallagher is a member of the board 
of supervisors. Although not the regu- 
larly indorsed labor candidate, he was 
expected to poll a heavy vote from this 
direction. 

A candidate receiving a majority 
of all votes cast is elected. 

Uniess Rolph was elected at today’s 
primaries it is probable that he and 
Schmitz will be the opposing candi- 
dates in the election next November. 

Thomas J. Finn, who resigned a 
state senatorship to enter the race for 
sheriff, led all candidates for that 
office at this stage of the count.

AMERICAN GIRL 
DRIVES OFF BANDIT. 

Brownsville, Texas, September 28.—A 
pistol battle occurred last night near 
Harlingen between Miss Grace Carter 
and two Mexican bandits. Miss Carter 
was wounded in the fore arm, but 
drove off the Mexicans. 

Miss Carter was at home with her 
mother, and went out of the house for 
water, taking a “six-shooter” for pro- 
tection. Some distance frpm the house 
two Mexicans opened fire on her. Miss 
Carter fired three times, and the Mexi- 
cans mounted their horses and galloped 
away. 

The attack was attributed to the fact 
that a relative of Miss Carter about 
two weeks ago was in a party of depu- 
ties and posse of men which killed a 
Mexican. 

SITUATION GRAVE, 
WASHINGTON HEARS. 


Washington, September 28.—Conadl- 
tions along the Mexican border again 
have become acute, Major General Fun- 
ston reported today, and a battery of 
mountain artillery has been dispatched 
to Progreso, Texas, to prevent a raid 
by 500 bandits who threaten to cross 
into American territory. 

Colonel Blocksom reported, through 
General Funston, that the bandits 
seemed to constitute an independent 
band. 

“If Carranza does not step these ban- 
dits,” he telegraphed, “Il believe we 
soon shall be compelled to follow them 
acrossv” 

Colonel Blocksom’s 
General Funston said: 

“Latest information indicates 500 
bandits inhabit country opposite Pro- 
greso, three miles up and three miles 
down. Have military organization: ob- 
ject, smuggling, loot and independence. 
Those who can get it wear khaki. Six- 
ty or seventy per cent lived on this 
side two months ago. They are de- 
termined to continue operations. Are 
short of provisions and supplies since 
river traffic closed. Carranza soldiers 
at least nominally are away from river 
on railroad. Nafarette in Sympathy 
with or afraid of bandits. Recommend 
mountain gun battery be sent to Mer- 
cedes. Roads too soft for field artil- 
lery. If Carranza does not stop these 
bandits, I believe we shall soon be com- 
pet to follow them across.

“Our official information from the 
Bulgarian government is that they 
have taken up a position of armed neu- 
trality to defend their rights and in- 
dependence, and that they have no ag- 
gressive intentions whatever against 
their Balkan neighbors. Not only is 
there no hostility in this country to 
Bulgaria, but there is traditional warm 
feeling of sympathy with the Bul- 
garian people. As long, therefore, as 
Bulgaria does not side with the ene- 
mies of Great Britain, or her allies, 
there can be no question of British in- 
fluence or forces being used in any 
sense hostile to Bulgarian interests 
and as long as the Bulgarian attitude 
is unageressive there can be no dis- 
turbance of those friendly relations.” 

After making the categorical an- 
nouncement that if Bulgaria should as- 
Sume an ageressive attitude on the side 
of Great Britain’s enemy, the govern- 
ment would take action, Sir Edward 
continued: 

“We are, of course, in consultation 
with our allies on the situation, and I 
believe the view I express is theirs 
also, our policy being to secure an 
agreement in respect to the Balkan 
states which will ensure each of them 
not only independence, but a brilliant 
future, based as a general principle on 
re and political union and kin- 

rec 


nationality.” 
German Policy in Balkans. 


“To secure this agreement,” the for- 
eign secretary continued, “we recog- 
nized that the legitimate aspirations 
of the Balkan states must find satis- 
faction. The policy of Germany on the 
other hand has been to create for her 
own purposes disunion and war 
the Balkan states. She made use 
Austria-Hungary to precipitate 
Kuropean war, with the result 
that empire is completely subordinat- 

to Germany and dependent 
her. 

“Turkey, whose interests would have 
been preserved if she had remained 
neutral, has’ been gratuitously forced 
by Germany into this war, and is now 
being subordinated and made depend- 
ent on in order to realize Germany's 
aspirations and influence, from Berlin 
to Bagdad. 

“In the same way it would naturally 
be Germany’s policy so to use any of 
the Balkan states, with the inevitable 
result that that state eventuallv would 
be subordinated to her and that, 
though territorial gains might be prom- 
ised, she would lose her independence. 

“This is directly contrary to the pol- 
icy of the allies, which is to further 
the national aspirations of the Balkan 
states without sacrificing the inde- 
pendence of any of them.”

THE BIG DRIVE BEGUN. 

The long-promised big drive of the allies 
in the west has begun, and four days has 
seen no slackening in the operations. Al- 
though the attack igs being met at every 
peint by characteristic German resistance, 
the German forces have been unable to 
check the onslaught, and there is now under 
Way the campaign which the allies have 
promised the world would result in driving 
the Germans from French and Belgian ter- 
ritory. 

Despite the promise of the allies to in- 
augurate this fall an effective offensive cam- 
paign, the world will await with suspended 
judgment the result of it. Things have been 


upon the war 
stage to justify the observer in the conclu- 
sion that there is to be anything like a 
quick or decisive victory. 

While both contending armies on the 
western front have been at bay, the Ger- 
mans have been driving the Russians well 
back into the heart of their own country. 
Likewise the Italians have been held in 
check, and in four months of war have not 
yet occupied the entire territory which they 
claimed from Austria as the price of neu- 
trality. 7 

Regardless of sympathies, therefore, Ger- 
many has been the real hero in the eyes of 
the neutral world, which will refuse to be- 
lieve in allied achievement until it shows 
real and substantial results. 

As a matter of fact, in the western cam- 
paign just begun, the allies are really on 
trial before the world. They have long 
promised what they have now begun: but 

hile they have delayed it, German and 
Austrian victory in other quarters has cast 
doubt over their-pretensions. The allies 
must make good now or it will mean a pro 
longation of the war. which the world will 
deplore, and will throw even more doubt 
upon the ultimate outcome than the some- 
what remarkable German victories have yet 
been able to do. 

The hope in the situation lies more in 
England than in any other nation involved. 
France, as one of the countries invaded and 
despoiled, has continually done her utmost. 
England was criticised early in the war for. 
having sent less than half a million men 
to the western front. Recent reports indi- 
cate that Kitchener has put 2,000,000 men 
or more into Belgium and northern France. 
If he has done this there is a ground for 
hope, which, in the absence of certainty, we 
are not able fully to appreciate. 

Once the Germans are driven back into 
Germany; once the allies put foot on Ger- 
man soil, there will be hope for early estab- 
lishment of European peace. 

The world will await in eagerness and 
impatience the result of the allied offensive 
movement just begun. If it meets with any- 
thing like the success the allies have pre- 
dicted for it, an early peace may be the 
result. If it fails, or if it is only partially 
successful, there is no telling when the end 
of the war will come.

EDUCATING LATIN-AMERICA. 


A communication from Bishop Warren A. 
Candler in regard to “the educational cur- 
rent which has set towards this country,” 
due to the war, “which has changed the edu-. 
cational center of the world,” appears else- 
where in our columns. 

It deals with a subject which has a strong 
appeal to serious thought and immediate 
action: what are to be our future relations 
with the Latin-American countries, the op- 


guard such relations, not only as to securing 
their trade, but the necessity for our coun- 
try to lead in their educatiqnal development. 

The situation is summed up in this: 
While we are reaching out to reap results 


may unreservedly meet all 


from commercial interests with them, it is 
‘needful that “we think and feel alike.” Our 


interests in our neighbors to the south of us 
should not come under suspicion of being 
wholly selfish; it should rise above that. 

Eduédation alone, with the thought of the 
nations directed in right channels, can ac- 
complish this: Already, to a limited extent, 
its effect is manifest in the enrollment of 
students from Latin-America in our colleges: 
They are coming here to be educated—from 
the Central and South American republics, 
and it has been well said that “in this mat- 
ter our commercial interests and our duty 
coincide.” 

There should be a greater business rally- 
ing to the cause of education in the south, 
for extending the work of our universities; 
in their more liberal endowment, that they 


upon them. The present financial ascend- 
ency of the country is the best argument 
for this: We should also be educationally 
great, now that the youth of foreign coun- 
tries are coming to learn of us: They are 
knocking at educational doors that should 
swing wide to them, and this they cannot 
do, in the measure expected, unless the 
business thought of the country is respon- 
sive to the needs of our institutions of 
learning. | 

This is the south’s and Atlanta’s oppor- 
tunity. Foreign students are crowding the 
northern colleges; tRey would come here, 
on invitation, and, as Bishop Candler says, 
the answer to the question of their coming 
is with our own people. We must have 
“institutions equal to the best, and our 
people can make such ‘institutions, if they 
will.” . 

Attention is called to what has been done 
along this line by Emory University, where 
there are students from China, Japan, Korea, 
Cuba, Porto Rico and Spain. This number, 
as Bishop Candler says, “would be increased 
tenfold if all the departments which are pro- 
posed were now in operation.” Business 
must help to bring them to their fullest 
efficiency. 

Atlanta is ideally located for a great 
educational center. Who builds for educa- 
tion builds for the future of the country, 
and here speaks Opportunity to give us far- 
reaching influence with our sister republics 
in bringing them, through ample facilities 
for education, to think with us, and binding 
them to us with ties closer than those of 
commerce. 

Perhaps there never was a time when 
the south had a greater chance to share in 
educational service to the country. The 
time is ripe for it, the need is pressing, and 
“business men of big brains and large hearts 
should take this important matter under 
serious consideration.” 

Bishop Candler, though he compasses the 
subject in brief, might have preached even 
a longer sermon from that wholesome text 
for the times. 


THE TEAR-WET TOYS. 


In the cargo of a Dutch steamship, re- 
cently arrived at New Orleans from Rotter- 
dam, were many cases of German-made toys 
—gsaid to be the first shipment of Christmas 
toys from Germany received at an American 
port this year. 

This is great news for “the Christmas 
children,” for with the first crisp breath of 
autumn there is a Christmas “feel” in the 
air, and holiday thoughts throng thick as 
autumn leaves. 

Germany excels in the art of toy-making 
—of fashioning novelties to please the chil- 
dren of the world; but these toys of deft 
craftsmanship are as a general thing made 
in the homes by women and children. This 
vear they have been made there under the 
shadow of the grief of war, by mothers who 
have sons at the front—some of them so 
young that they hardly seem to have gone 
so far away from them. These tov-makers 
have toiled in the thought of making others 
happy. That thought was borne across the 
seas to by the ship that brought the 
toys; ‘but, coming safely to us over a sea 
sown thick with dangers, the Christmas 
toys tell a story they have not told before: 
and it is a story of tragedy and tears. 

They were made in war-darkened homes, 
and there is not a little “trickster” of them 
all—from the “jumping-jack” to the mimic 
clown and snowy-bearded Santa Claus—but 
comes to our joy-blest homes wet with the 
tears of bereaved mothers and children. 

The hands of mothers who made them 
must have trembled with the thrill of the 
thought of hands they would clasp no more 
—of boyish hands that, waved farewell—of 
forms that mingled with the marching men 
and went away to war. A crimson-stained 
soldier-toy may be eloquent of grief: it is 
as if the life-blood had trickled on it: for 
perhaps that was the feeling of the heart 
that bent to the task of its making. A 
woman at the work might well pause, as 
in a dream, and turn with tears to call the 
children home, 

Where these toys were made there are 
yearnings unutterable: Every clink of a 
latch awakes expectation, or may be a sig- 
nal for fear: doors are opened with dread. 
for on their thresholds may fall the shadow 
of the unwelcome messenger; the roar of 
the restless guns is heard in sleep, ceaseless 
as the moaning of the sea; to sleep is to 
dream of footsteps in the night—dreams 
where Dread is master. 

But welcome are these Christmas gifts 
from far across that sea whose waters. can- 
not wash the blood of war away. It almost 
seems like Peace to see them! As if hemes 
again were happy, hearths blazing, “with all

The world forgets its tears—there is so 
little time to be happy! And may more toy- 
ships from the German land bring us these 
child-loved reminders of the Christmas time 
of “Peace on earth, good will to men.”

This Is the South’s 
Educational Opportunity 


Editor Constitution: Special attention 
should be called to the following significant 
dispatch sent recently from New York by 
the Associated Press: 

New York, September 
from Central and South 
publics who ordinarily go to Europe 
for education are coming to the United 
States this year because of the war. 
Parties of them are arriving here daily 
on steamships from the south. Thirty- 
five young men were in one group 
from Brazil which arrived here yester- 
day to study at Yale, Princeton or 
Harvard universities. Many Mexicans 
and Cubans are among the new &stu- 
dents. 

Owing to the financial ascendancy of 
the. United States as a. result of the 
war, trade opportunities in. South 
America and the disturbances in Mex- 
ico, new courses and new instructors 
to deal with financial subjects peculiar 
to Latin-America have been adopted 
by several of the more important east- 
ern universities. 

The turning of Latin-American and other 
foreign students from Europe to the United 
States is not a temporary thing. This educa- 
tional current, which has set towards our 
country, will flow with an ever-increasing 
volume through all the years to come. The 
war in 'Curope has changed the educational 


center of the world. 

But will the south have no part in this 
matter of such great and far-reaching im- 
portance? The answer to that question is 
with our own people. 

Students from the countries of Latin- 
America and other lands, where the climate 
is similar to that of the south, would prefer 
to attend southern universities, if we had 
institutions equal to the best. Our people 
can make such institutions, if they will. 
Apart from higher considerations, self-in- 
terest should impel them to do it without 
delay. 

Atlanta can be made a great educational 
center, and such a center would affect for 
good all the interests of the city and of the 
entire south. 

Let the business men of big 
large hearts take this important 
der serious consideration. 

A great beginning has been made with 
Emory university, and in the three depart- 
ments of the university which are now in 
operation, namely theology, medicine and 
liberal arts, there have been enrolled at 
the opening of the fall term nine foreign 
students. Among these students are men 
from China, Japan, Korea, Cuba, Porto Rico 
and Spain. If all the departments of the 
university which are proposed were now in 
operation this number would be increased 
tenfold. Why may it not be soon? 

Our section is really prosperous, 
withstanding the conditions of which 
people have complained for a year. Cotton, 
the south’s greatest money crop, is bringing 
a good price, and the price is rising daily. 
A hopeful spirit is prevailing. 

There has never been a better time for 
setting forward this great work of educa- 
tion. 

This significant dispatch, sent from New 
York, calls us in trumpet tones to arise and 
build. Shall we not hear and heed the call?

Of City’s Neglect 


Editor Constitution: Your Sunday edito- 
rial, “A Bigger and Better City,” is certainly 
on the right line; but it takes agitation, agi- 


tation, agitation to get anything done in At- 
lanta. You have accomplished a magnificent 
work in the recent past, which all Atlantans 
recognize and appreciate,-bat you must not 
let. up now, for it is only a beginning. 

The streets especially need looking after, 
not one of any length in this great city is in 
decent repair, while many are in a deplorable 
condition. 

Take, for example, Ivy stréet. This paral- 
lels Peachtree from Forrest avenue into the 
business section, and would relieve Peachtree, 
which is so congested that it is both unsafe 
and unpleasant to travel. Alf that Ivy needs 
is smooth pavement on the :belgian blocks, 
which can be put down at neminal cost, and 
the property owners will pay-the bills. Two 
vears ago this street was graded at great 
expense, leaving some of the best buildings 
from six feet to ten feet below or above the 
sidewalk, and they are stili in that condition. 
Most of these places were vacated by the 
tenants when the grading commenced, and 
remain so until this day, or.are rented at 
nominal sums, not enough to pay the taxes 
on the property, while the owners must “grin 
and endure” the great injustice that has been 
done them. If the street had never been 
touched the landlord would have continued 
to get his rent as usual, and this big loss 
averted. These owners have :paid out many 
thousands of dollars to have tle city ruin 
their property. They can't impfove it until 
the city has carried out thelr part of the 
contract, and so it remains a dead street, fit 
for the habitation of bats and owls. If put 
in shape it would at once become one of the 
most popular thoroughfares of the city, and 
at the same time relieve the: congestion on 
Peachtree. ; 

As it now is, one may go the entire length 
of Ivy street and scarcely see a vehicle of 
any kind. “How long, O Lord, how long!” 
will such conditions continue in the greatest 
of the south? Semebody is to blame. 
not the outraged property owners.

Will Protect Partridge to 
Use Against the Boll Weevil 


Editor Constitution: I see by the daily 
papers that Governor Harris, in calling ex- 
tra session of the legislature, is going to 
call it to consider revision of the game laws. 

The boll weevil is now in Georgia, and 
the farmers do not begin to realize what 
he is going to mean—in his destruction of 
the cotton, until they have the actual ex- 
perience of ruined crops. 

We are told by all of the that 
birds are the greatest destroyers of the boll 
weevil, and that the partridge is perhaps 
the leader among birds in destroying them. 
I do not believe the dove is an insect-eating 
bird, and besides, the dove is a migratory 
bird. Personally, I am very fond of shooting 
quail, and it will be a great deprivation to 
me to be unable to shoot them, but I be- 
lieve the protection of the farmer demands 
absolute protection of the partridge. If the 
coming extra session of the legislature will 
so amend,‘*the game laws of the state as to 
absolutely. prohibit the killing of the par- 
tridge, as well as continuing to protect such 
birds as are already under the game law, 
that the farmers will realize that in the de- 
struction of birds of all kinds they have 
been destroying, or allowing destroyed their 
greatest friend. 

I would like very much to see the game 
laws amended to absolutely prevent the kill- 
ing of any kind of bird (with the possible 
dove) for the next three

years. 

A great many insect-eating birds are 
wantonly shot by hunters, and if no hunting 
were allowed the non-game birds would, to 
a large extent, be better protected.

STRONGLY URGED BY HOWARD 


The Atlanta chapter of the American In- | 


stitute of Banking held a smoker last night 
in the Chamber of Commerce building. The 
occasion marked the beginning of the work 
of the chapter for the coming year. 

Addresses were delivered by Hon. William 
Schley Howard, M. C., who spoke on the sub- 
ject of rural credits, and by Mr. Robert Ss. 
Parker, a well-known member of the Atlanta 
bar, who has been engaged to conduct the 
law course of the chapter for th» coming 
year. Several impromptu addresses were de- 
livered by others present and the meeting 
was in every way a decided success. 

Congressman Howard on “Rural Credits.” 

Congressman Howard has made 
study of rural credits, and is deepl) 
ested in the proposed rural credil legislation 
now pending before congress. In address- 
ing hiimmseif to this subject he among 
other things: 

“Former President 
EOovernors of our states made 
that the tarmers as a Class 
higher interest rates than an) 
business men in tne United 
Siatement is absolutely true as to Georgia 
and southern tarmers generally. ‘The state- 
ment is true both as to land-mortgase ana 
short-time or personal credit. “he farm 
mortgage manager of one of the largest In- 
suragice companies in the worid testilied be- 
fore™ the joint committee on banking and 
currency that his company made loans on 
farm land south of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers exclusively, and the reason [for conh- 
fining their farm loans to this section of the 
country was that the interest rate was 
higher in the southern states than in any) 
other portion of the union, 

“It can also be asserted with entire con- 
fidence that the farmers are likewlse pay- 
ing a higher taxation in proportion to their 
property holdings than any other class of 
citizens. 

“lL have been 
from the state 
of losses entailed 
their business in making loans to the tarm- 
ing class of our citizens. Surely the risk 
must be very small, as the country banks of 
the south have flourished like a bay-tree, 

“I know that it is asserted that the farm- 
ers as a class are poor business men and 
have not yet been trained to meet obligations 
promptly, but surely they are no poorer busi- 
ness men than the statistician asserts is 
true about those engaged in commercial and 
industrial activities. The statistician of the 
government reports states that 54 per cent of 
men who enter commercial activities make a 
complete failure; that 36 per cent make a 
bare living, and that 10 per cent succeed. I 
know that the farmers of the country will 
equal this record. 

‘Something is fundamentally out of joint 
with agriculture as a profitable pursuit. Ten- 
ant farming is alarmingly on the increase. 
The decrease in rural population and _ the 
crowding of our country-raised boys and 
girls to the congested civic centers is unde- 
niable proof of this assertion. Let me drive 
home what I mean. Take the great cotton- 
growing states of the south, producing one 
crop annually that markets for practically a 
billion dollars, and before that crop. has 
blossemed the next year the same farmers 
who produced it have actually gone into debt 
to the extent of $800,000,000 to make another 
crop. 
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What Is the Matterr 


“With this one illustration of a condition 
we all know to exist we may ask, in all se- 
riousness, what is the matter? Is it our ut- 
ter lack of a scientific system of marketing 
the product of the farm? Is it because of the 
utter disregard of our farmers for a diversi- 
fication of crops? Is it lack of sufficient 
farm capital that our farmers may thorough- 
ly and economically equip their farms for 
improved facilities for the tilling of the soil? 
Is it lack of co-operation among our farm- 
ers? Is it the unprofitable 
farm labor? Is it not our credit 
both land mortgage and banking? 

“Agricultural credit is divided 
gBreat classes—long-term or 
credit for meeting the capital requirements 
of the farmer, and short-term or personal 
credit with which to meet the current or an- 
nually recurring needs of the farmer. 

“As is well known, a system for furnishe- 
ing the capital demands of farmers has been 
in operation in Europe since the reign of 
Frederick the Great 

European and American Credit Compared. 

“Nothing has done more for European ag- 
riculture than has the establishment of such 
a system. But before we enter into a dis- 
cussion of the system in practical use in Eu- 
rope we must first compare European rural

A 
system of credits that may work smoothly 
and profitably in Europe may prove a com- 
plete failure in America. Many conditions 
existant in Murope which have made co-oper- 
ation possible and profitable do nof exist in 
America.

Lack 
of educational and  soctal advantages are 
causes tending to produce unrest and dissat- 
isfaction with farm conditions. 

“Land-mortgage bankine is the exact an- 
tithesis of commercial banking. Land-mort- 
fare banking consists of collecting all of the 
credit in the community and selling that 
credit for cash, while commercial: banking 
consists of collecting ‘all the cash in the eom- 
munity and selling that cash for credit. 
Therefore the principles involved in land- 
mortgage credit and commercial credit are as 
unmixable as oil and water 

“Commercial banks cannot 
farmers either for long-term or short-term 
personal credit for the reason that the farm- 
er’s needs on short time are invyvartably from 
nine to twelve months in duration, and the 
under the svstem that has 
grown up in this country, cannot extend such 
credit for the reason that it must keep its 
assets liquid and convertible into cash upon 
Short notice for the protection of its depos- 
itors. Therefore, the banks have been act- 
ing simply brokers for the New York 
bankers on what loans thev have been mak- 
ing to farmers for a period of from nine to 
twelve months, and exacting the middleman’s 
profits, thus increasing the rate of Interest 
to the farmer.” 

Mr. Howard then at length discussed ana- 
Iytically the prominent bills pending before 
congress, including the bill introduced by him 
which is now receiving the serious considera- 
tion of the joint committee appointed at the 
last congress. (In concluding his remarks, 
Mr. Howard said: 

“There Is no reason on earth why a sys- 
tem cannot be created separate and distinct 
from all other banking entanglements and 
solely for the farmers, that will make their 
loans as secure and as safe for the investing 
public as the bonds of the great railroad cor- 
porations, the municipal, county and state 
bonds of the country and at as advantageous 
interest rates. 

“It is, in my judgment, a serious mistake 
in the establishment of any. system of .cred- 
its for farmers to do anything that will cast 
the least suspicion upon the ultimate pay- 
ment of every dollar of the principal and in- 
terest. It would be ruinous for the farmers’ 
System of credits to be so supported by the 
government that it would become ehe foot- 
ball of political parties. It must be a busi- 
ness system, emancipated from politics, con- 
ducted upon safe and sane lines, economically 
and honestly administered: and with. such a 
system it is my firm bellef that the farmers 
of the country will in-a few years be freed 
from the tentacles of the skinflint banker 
and the Shylock money-lender who has ex- 
acted every penny that the distressed circum- 
stances of the farmer would permit. 

“We can ofily hope to increase agricultu- 
ral activities by giving this great class of* 
American citizens an absolute, equal oppor- 
tunity with the other classes of our citizens 
engaged in the upbuilding of this great com- 
monwealth.”

The enforcement of an ordinance at 
police headquarters to bar “runners” 
from operating for lawyers has brought 
to light another activity of lawyer 
employees known as “ambulance 
chasers,” who are said to be infesting 
many of the hospitala of Atlanta.

This will constitute a sort 
of committee-at-large to act in con- 
junction with the committees appoint- 
ed from the various counties in their 
endeavors to instruct the farmers in 
regard to the weevil and induce them 
to take such measures as to guard, as 
far as possible, against its attacks. |

vil and a boll weevil convention has 
been called ‘by Farm Demonstrator P. 
H. Ward, of Grady county, to be held 
in Cairo tomorrow, to discuss ways 
and means for fighting this enemy of 
the cotton. Among tthe spea $ ex- 
pected to be present are State Com- 
missioner Price and State Entomolo- 
gist Worsham. 


Judgments Are Awarded 
Against Stockholders ot 


Americus, Ga., September 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Attorneys representing : the 
comptroller of the currency at Wash- 
ington were «this afternoon awarded 
judgments in the local courts against 
certain stockholders of the defunct 
Americus National bank for amounts 
levied against said stockholders in the 
receivership proceedings instituted 
nearly two years ago. The judgments 
rendered today were in sums ranging 
from $500 to $2,000, and were against 
residents of Sumter, Webster, Musco- 
gee and Terrell counties. 

The officers of this bank, Mack. Low- 
rey, G. D. Wheatley, Jr. and Emmett 
Hawkins, are under indictment of the 
federal court at Macon for alleged 
irregularities, and /probably_ will be 
tried in November, should Wheatley, 
assistant cashier, who disappeared 
when the bank went under, be appre- 
hended. In the meantime th€ direc- 
tors of the bank, it is understosd, will 
shortly have civil suits instituted 
against them. The failure of this bank 
entailed a loss of $500,000 upon stock- 
holders and depositors, yet none of 
the parties responsible therefor has 
been punished or tried.

Increasing expectation of an exceed- 
ingly bullish government bureau _ re- 
port, and a predicted gulf hurricane 
approaching the belt, cotton—both spot 
and optional deliveries—made substan- 
tial advances Tuesday, a strong under- 
tone being maintained. 

The locai quated price of cotton is 12 
cents; but apparently shorts, nervous 
Spinners and investors are disregard- 
ing posted prices and, with one accord, 
are forcing the market upward, with 
the result the farmers are enabled to 
readily obtain from 12 to 12% cents in 
Atlanta and southeastern spot markets. 

New York Advance 10 to 18 Points. 

New York, September 28.—While still 
higher prices were reacned in fhe cot- 
ton market here today, fluctuations 
were more irregular ana, after seiling 
at 12.75, Jamuary contracts closed at 
12.64, with the general list steady at a 
net gain of from ‘10 to 18 points. 

The market opened firm at an ad- 
vance of 12 to zU points on overnight 
buying orders and a renewal of bull 
Support, which had the encouragement 
ot relatively firm cables, bullish over- 
night advices from southern spot mar- 
kets and apprehensions as to the course 
of the disturbance reported in the gulf, 
There was a good deal of Liverpool 
selling here on the ditferences, while 
there was also heavy realizing, and 
prices soon reacted some 10 to 17 points 
Irom the best, but offerings were well 
taken at the decline, and the market 
firmed up, again on reports that storm 
warnings had been ordered for the 
Louisiana coast, and the official ad- 
vance carried October up to 12.25, De- 
cember to 12.58 and March to 13.04, or 
24 to 27 points above last night's clos- 
ing figures, with the relatively firm 
ruiing of the near months suggesting 
that notices estimated at from 9¥,000 to 
10,000 bales had been readily absorbed 
at the prevailing differences. 

Demand seemed to slacken somewhat 
at the advance, however, and fluctua- 
tions during the balance of the day 
were extremely nervous and irregular 
under more or les general realizing 
and predictions of a reaction in ad- 
vance of the government reports on 
Saturday. Closing prices showed set- 
backs o1 10 or 1Z points from the best. 
A private report published during the 
morning made the condition of the crop 
61.9 per cent, compared with 70.2 per 
cent last month. _. 

Commission houses were credited 
with buying very heavily during the 
day, while some of the older bulls were 
credited with selling freely for profits. 
Domestic spinners were reported to be 
buying spots a little more freely, but 
the demand from that source is still 
said to be far below the normal for this 
season. 


New Orleans Rises Hesitatingly. 

New Orleans, September. 28.—While 
cotton still displayed a tendency to ad- 
vance today, it showed less strength 
than during the last several days, and 
plainly was hampered, especially in the 
afternoon, by the profit-taking opera- 
tions of holders of long contracts. In 
the early trading prices advanced above 
yesterday's high levels and at the high- 
est stood at a net gain of 20 to 25 
points. The October option crossed the 
12-cent mark and May went above 13 
cents. The net change for the day was 
an advance of 12 to 15 points. 

Around the opening the market was 
active and excited under a heavy de- 
mand, inspired by better Liverpool ca- 
bles than due, warnings that the trop- 
ical storm probably would strike the 
gulf coast and continued reports of a 
good spot demand at higher prices in 
the interior. Prices moved upward 
slowly, however, as there appeared to 
bea feeling thatthe advance had been 
too rapid. In the early trading prices 
gained about 10 points. The high lev- 
els were reached toward noon, After 
that the ring was quiet@ér and, while 
the tone was steady, the market had a 
tendency to sag and there plainly was 
less snap to the buying.

Judge Denied Injunction. 

After the secretary of state and the 
attorney general, following a county 
election in 1912, decided that Chats- 
worth was the county site instead of 
Spring Place or Eton, arrangements 
were made for erecting a jail. Judge 
Fite denied an injunction to prevent 
the building of the jail, was upheld by 
the supreme court and the jail Was 
built. 

Next a courthouse. But here the ques- 
tion of aesthetics entered and trouble 
began.

The commissioners resisted the order, 
claiming that the contract had been 
let, and carried their case to the su- 
preme court, which reversed Judge Fite, 
stating that he exceeded his power. 

Commissioners Are Jailed. 


But that was not all. The commis- 
sioners levied a courthouse tax on Au- 
gust 20. The same. day, at Carters- 
ville, Judge Fite granted a restraining 
order. The commissioners claim 
had no knowledge of this until 
eraldays later, when they weres erved. 
The court’s order did not mention the 
publication of the tax levy. On Sep- 
tember 11 Judge Fite made permanent 
the injunction against the special tax 
levy and ordered the commissioners 
and their attorney to jail unlessethey 
revoked the tax. The commissioners 
were therefore imprisoned in their new 
jail on September 15 and have been 
there ever since. 

Judge Fite’s ruling in the tax levy 
has also been appealed to the supreme 
court, and the county board confident-J 
ly expects that in this matter also they 
will be vindicated by the higher court 
when the case is given a hearing on 
October 4.

NEGROES ENTER PROTEST Mayor Calls for Conference 


Police 
Special Session to Con- 
sider Matter. 


There is strong opposition on the 
part of the better element of the 
ored people of Atlanta against the 
movement to reopen the old system of | 
negro dance halls in this city, 
were abolished nine years ago at the! 
| time of the Atlanta riot. 

Within the last year or so permits 
f 


| committee, and in some cases. have 
'been given for single dances. This 
privilege has been abused in many in- 
| Stances, and the hall used continually 
for this parpose. 

As a result petitions have been pre- 
sented to the chairman of the police 
committee, Edwin F. Johnson, to re- 
voke all permits for public dance halls 
among the negroes. In view of the 
showing made by the objectors, Chair- 
man Johnson has revoked all permits 
for these dance halls. The operators 
of these dance halls applied to the 
mayor, who requested Chairman John- 
son to put the matter tor decision be- 
fore the entire police committee. This 
committee, which consists of Messrs. 
Edwin Johnson, J. W. Renfroe, tdgar 
Dunlap, Jesse W. Armistead and A. W. 
Farlinger, will hold a special session 
Friday afternoon at 3 o'clock, "when 
the whole matter will be presented pro 
and con. 

Leading colored organizations of the 
city have gone on record as opposing 
the reopening of the dance halls. 

Rev. P. J. Bryant, pastor of Wheat 
Street Baptist church, with a member- 
Ship of five thousand, polled his people 
last Sunday, and the congregation rose 
en masse against the reopening of the 
danee halls. 

Ministers Oppose It. 

The Baptist Ministers’ union have in- 
troduced resolutions against it. The 
ministers of the A. M. E. church are 


committed against it. 
Pilgrim Health 


The agents of the 
and Life Imsurance company have 
adopted resolutions to be presented to 
the police commissioners in opposition. 

A committee has also been appointed 
from the Colored Ministers’ Inter- 
denominational union, comprising one 
minister from each denomination, to 
oppose the reopening of these dance 
halls. 

A number of prominent colored peo- 
ple expressed their views on the mat- 
ter yesterday. 

Rev. H. H. Proctor, pastor of the 
First Congre ‘gational ‘church, colored, 
said; “I should very much regret to 
see the old system of dance halls 
among the negroes come back. They 
were broken up rine years ago when 
they were in the turmoil of riot. Since 
that time we have had peace between 
the races. These dance halls endanger 
that peace. A public dance hall, where 
any one who pays the price can go in 
and take part, breaks down, in the first 
place, the character of the girls who 
frequent such a place. They cease, to 
be of value as good servants, and they 
become a source of moral ‘contagion. 
In the next place the young men who 
frequent these places are in danger of 
yielding to the temptation to attack 
women regardless of race. A_ black 
rapist in this city can bring on a riot 
within a few hours. 

“We do not want to repeat in hor- 
rible days of 1906. Let us let well 
enough alone. The negro dance hall 
is &@ menace to the peace of the city.” 

Wants Them Eliminated. 

Rev. E. C. Haymes, of the Presbyte- 
rian church, gave the following inter- 
view: “I most heartily enter my pro- 
test against the public dance halls. I 
do hope and pray that our best white 
friends, with our best colored friénds, 
will co-operate in elimingting these 
Places. I saw some time , in front 
of a dance hall two young men grab 
another and beat him awfully in the 
face, and when they had finished beat- 
ing this fellow until the blood ran, 
he ran off, as I suppose, to get a 
weapon. He returned, placed his hand 
on his hip as if to draw a pistol, and 
then these two who had beaten him 
before started after him. and. of course, 
he ran, but if he had shot in that 
crowd you can see what would have 
been the effect.’ 

l.. J. Price, one of the leading colored 
{business men of Atlanta, said: “T am 
|} uncompromisingly opposed to these 
dance halls. They are the chief evi] 
jamong our people in Atlanta. I trust 
eo will abolish them en- 
lTrelv 

Lucy J. Reeves, 145 North atest 
Street, who has succeeded in securi 
the chief of police to clear out all th 
bad charac ters in her nelahborhood. 
Said: “I think these dance halls are a 
nuisance. There is one behind my house 
on Bell street. They keep up a noise 
nearly all night. I am told that the 
girls who frequent these places are 
usually under 20.” 

J. A. Hopkins, 


the bookseller, said: 
“For twenty years I have been in pub- 
lic service, serving my people in va- 
rious capacities. I do not know of 
anything more damagin to the col- 
ored race than the public dance hall 
and its consequences.” 


'DON’T RUN DANCE HALL 


B. J. Davis Corrects Error 
About Odd Fellows’ Place. 


In connection of a statement in Mon- 
day's Constitution to the effect that 
the Odd Fellows’ dance hall at 168 
Auburn avenue had been closed by 
order of the chairman of the police 
committee, B. J. Davis, district grand 
secretary, made the following state- 
ment: 

“In the first place,” he said, “our 
place is 200 Auburn avenue and we do 
not run a dance hall. In the roof gar- 
den, among other entertainments, the 
people who congregate there on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday nights 
dance decently and becomingly. Those 
who assemble there are largely the 
girls and boys who work in your homes 
every day, and 1 respectfully refer you 
to Chief Mayo, Assistant Chief Jett,

Miracle of the Spirit. 

“This is a miracle of the 
far as national history is concerned. 
This is one, of the very few wi Lr's in 
which in one sense e\ erybody engaged 
may take pride. Some wars are So be 
regretted; some wars mar the annals 
of history: but some wars contrasted 
with those make those annals distin- 
guished, show that the spirit of man 
sometimes springs to great enterprises 
that are even ypreater than his own 
mind had conceived. 

“You set the nation free for 
great career of develapment, of 
hampered development, which 
world has witnessed since the civil 
war. But for my own part I would 
not be proud of the extraordinary 
physical development of this country, 
of its .extraordinary development in 
material wealth and financial power 
did I not believe that the people of the 
United States wished all of this power 
devoted to ideal ends. There have been 
other nations as rich as we; there have 
been other. nations as iiwertul: there 
have been other nations as spirited; 
but I hope we shall never forget that 
we created this nation, not to serve 
ourselves, but to serve mankind. 

To Assert Human Rights. 

“IT hope I may say without even an 
implication of criticism upon any other 
great people in the world that it has 
always seemed to me that the pe ople of 
the United States wished to be regard- 
ed as devoted to the promotion of par- 
ticular principles of human right. The 
United States were ended not to 
provide free homes, but to assert hu- 
man rights. This flag meant a great 
enterprise of the human spirit. No- 
body, no large bodies of men, in the 
time that flag was first set up be- 
lieved with a very firm belief in the 
efficacy of democracy. Do you realize 
that only so long ago as the time of 
the American revolution democracy 
was regarded as an experiment in the 
world, and we were regarded as rash 
experimenters? But we not only be- 
lieved in it, we showed our belief was 
well founded and that a nation as 
powerful as any in the world could be 
erected upon the will of the people; 
that, indeed, there was a power in such 
a nation that dwelt in no other nation 
unless also in that other nation the 
spirit of the people prevails. 

“Wenow know and the world knows 
that the thing that we then undertook, 
rash as it seemed, has been practica- 
ble, and that we have set up in the 
world a government maintained and 
promoted by the general conscience 
and the general conviction. 

“So I stand here not to welcome you 
to the nation’s capital as if I were 
your host, but merely to welcome you 
to your own’ capital, because [ am 
and am proud to be, your servant. { 
hope I shall catch, as Il hope we shall 
all catch, from the spirit of this oc- 
casion a new consecration to the high 
duties of American citizenship.”
